The ra llying cry here in Wa shington is “ dee- 
tora l reform.*’ It comes ma inly from those who 
sa w no da ngers to the America n system in John F. 
Kennedy’s ra zor-thin plura lity over Richa rd Ni von 
in I960 but who now profess terror over >Ir. Nix­ 
on's four times plus plura lity over Hubert Hum­ 
phrey in 1968 . The possibility wa s 
rea l in both elections, however 
tha t the fina l choice of a Presi­ 
dent would fa ll to the House of 
Representa tives, thereby disen- 
fra chising the America n people. 
The a gita tion for electora l 
reform ha s some ba sis in our 
present 
ma nner of electing a 
President. 
Those 
who 
cla mor 
most 
loudly, however, do not 
Or Toleduno 
wa nt to reform the Electora l College system; they 
wish to throw it out completely, substituting the 
election of a President by popula r tote. While this 
ma y sound like a good idea a t first blush, it 
strikes a t one of the grea t principles imbedded in 
the Constitution by the Founding Fa thers. 
On this, let me quote Sen. Strom Thurmond; 
•‘The present system of the Electora l College 
wa s designed to preserve the imiHirta nce of a ll 
sta tes, la rge a nd sma ll, in the presidentia l process. 
“ The idea behind the Electora l College wa s 
to combine the two principles of representa tion 
worked out a s the grea t compromise 
of the Con­ 
stitutiona l Convention. In the first pla ce, ea ch sta te 
wa s a dmitted into the Union on a n equa l ba sis. To 
reflect this equa lity, ea ch sta te wa s gra nted two 
sena tors, a nd two votes in the Electora l College. 
“ Secondly, the fra mers of the Constitution rec­ 
ognized tha t the sta tes were unequa l a s rega rds 
the size of their popula tions. To reflect this in­ 
equa lity ea ch sta te wa s gra nted United Sta tes Rep­ 
resenta tives in proportion to its popula tion, a nd 
a dditiona l electora l votes in the sa me number. 
“ The problem is tha t the fra mers did not fore­ 
see the ‘winner-ta kea U* situa tion crea ted by mod­ 
ern pa rty orga niza tion. The winning presidentia l 
ca ndida te in ea ch sta te gets a ll the electora l t otes 


of tha t sta te. Thus a bloc of a few thousa nd votes 
— even if a ssembled by fra ud or by a ppea l to sp<v- 
cia ! interests — ca n swing the election in the entire 
sta te.” 


Beca use a ll sta tes ha ve a dopted the pra ctice 
of voting for a n entire sla te of electors-a t-ia rge, 
this mea ns tha t, a s Mr. Thurmond points out, a

Under wha t is known a s the “ District Pla n,“ ea ch 
sta te would he divided into districts of roughly j 
equa l popula tion ¡» erlia ps using the present con­ 
gressiona l districts. Ea ch voter would ha ve exa ctly | 
the sa me weight, choosing one elector from his dis­ 
trict a nd two sta te-wide. 
“ The ’District Pla n* ha s the a dditiona l merit of 
reflecting diverse geogra phic a rea s within the 
sta te,*’ Sen. Thurmond notes. “ And it would ensure 
tha t rura l, suburba n, a nd urba n a rea s would ha ve 
their distinctive interests felt. Such a pla n would 
ha ve the effect of improving our federa l system, 
a nd preserving our liberties.” 
It would a lso elimina te the “ wimier-ta ke-a H” 
fea tures of the present Electora l College system. 
The northern districts of Ca lifornia , to offer one 
exa mple, could ca st their electora l votes for a 
Democra t, Southern Ca lifornia eould go Republi­ 
ca n. a nd the two sta tewide electors could be for 
the ca ndida te of either pa rty, depending on the 
sta tewide strength of the ca ndida tes. 
The “ District Pla n** ha s the a dded virtue of 
continuing the principles of the constitutiona l com­ 
promise by preserving the slight extra strength 
tha t compensa tes for their lesser popula tion in 
their rela tions with such ma mmoths a s Texa s, 
New York, a nd Ca lifornia . It therefore merits seri­ 
ous considera tion.

Surely, the Negro in our coun­ 
try is much better off toda y 
tha n ever before. For exa mple, 
a la rger percenta ge of our Ne­ 
gro popula tion now goes to col­ 
lege — a nd gra dua tes — tha n 
the 
percenta ge of 
Engla nd’s 
white popula tion goes to col­ 
lege. But such a dva nces they to­ 
ta lly ignore. 
Wha t we ca ll “ riots” they ca ll 
“ insurrections.” Wha t we ca ll 
“ looting” they ca ll “ rebellion.”
